I have seen Irish potatoes till I am 
sick. I have been in them for three 
weeks and not yet done. The average 
yield is twelve barrels for one. One 
grower reports thirty-four, another fifty- 
two from two barrels. Both are excep- 
tional yields. The price has ranged all 
the way from nothing to nothing and a 
half, or, to be exact, from $10 to $2.25 
per barrel, from which the treight and 
commission are to be deducted.

In his sermon for Sunday Rev. Dr. 
Taltnage. who had reached St. Louis 
on his western tour, discusses a sub- 
ject of universal interest, via: “Wom- 
an’s Opportunity,” his text being: ‘‘She 
Shall ite Called Woman.” Gen. ?: 23. 

God. who can make no mistake, made 
man and woman for a specific work 
and to move in particular spheres— 
man to be regnant in his realm; woman 
to he dominant in hers. The boundary 
line between Italy and Switzerland, 
betwien England and Scotland. iS not 
more thoroughly marked than this dis- 
tinction between the empire masculine 
and the empire feminine. So dissimilar 
are the fields to which God called 
them that yon can no more compare 
them than yon C3n oxygen and hydro- 
den. water and grass, trees and stars. 
All this talk about the superiority of 
one sex to the other sex is an everlast- 
ing waste of ink and speech. A jeweler 
may have a scale so delicate that be 
can weigh Ihe dust of diamonds; but 
where are the scales so delicate that 
yon can weigh in them affection 
j against affection, sentiment against 
j sentiment, thought against thought, 
soul against soul, a man’s world 
against a woman's world? You come 
out with your stereotyped remark that 
man is superior to woman in in- 
tellect: and then 1 open on my desk 
the swarthy, iron-typed, thunder- 
bolted writings of Harriet Marrineau. 
and Elizabeth Browning, and George 
liliot. You come on with your stereo- 
typed remark about woman's superior- 
ity to man in the item of affection; but 
I ask yon where was there more capac- 
ity to love than in John the disciple — 
and Matthew Simpson, the bishop, and 
Henry Martyn. the missionary? The 
heart of those men was so large that 
after you hail rolled into it two hemis- 
pheres there was room still left to 
marshal the hosts of Heaven, and set 
up the throne of the eternal Jehovah. 

I deny toman the throne intelleetual. 

I deny to women the throne affeetion- 
al. Xo human phraseology will ever 
define the spheres; while there is an in- 
tuition by which we know when a man 
is in his realm, ami when a woman is 
in her realm, and when either of them 
is out of it. Xo bungling legislature 
ought to attempt to make a definition, 
or to sav: “This is the line and that is 
the line.” My theory is that if a 
woman wants to vote she ought 
to vote. and that if a man 
wants to embroider and keep 
house he ought to be allowed 
to embroider and keep house. 
There are masculine women, and there 
are effeminate men. My theory is 
that you have no right to interfere 
with any one's doing anything that is 
righteous. Albany and Washington 
might as well decree by legislation 
how high a brown-thrasher should 
fly. or how deep a tro.it should plunge. 
t:s to try to seek out the height and 
depth of woman's duty. The question 
of capacity will settle finally the whole 
question, the whole subject. When a 
woman is prepared to preach, she will 
preach, and neither conference or pres- 
bytery can hinder her. When a woman 
is prepared to move in the highest 
commercial spheres, she will have 
great influence on the exchange and 
no boards of trade can hinder her. I 
want woman to understand that heart 
and brain can overfly any barrier that 
politicians may set up. and that noth- 
ing can keep her back in' keep her 
down but the question of incapacity. 

1 was in Xew Zealand last year just 
after the opportunity of suffrage had 
been conferred upon women. The plan 
worked well. There had never been such 
good order at the polls, and righteous- 
ness triumphed. Men have not made 
such wonderful moral success of the 
ballot-box that they need fear women 
will corrupt it. In all our cities man 
has so nearly made the bal:ot-box a 
failure, suppose we let women try. But 
there are some women, I know, of un- 
desirable nature, who wander up and 
down *he country — having no homes 
of their own. or forsaking their own 
homes — talking about their rights; and 
we know very well that they them- 
selves are fit neither to vote nor to 
keep house. Their mission seems 
merely to humiliate the two 

sexes at the thought of what 
any one of us might become. Xo one 
would wajit to live under the laws 
that such women would enact, or to 
have cast upon society the children 
that such women would raise. But I 
shall show you that the best rights 
that wonti-n can own she alreadr has 
in her possession; that her position in 
this country at this time is not one of 
commiseration, but one of congratula- 
tion: that the grandeur and power of 
her realm have never yet been ap- 
preciated: that she sits to-day on a 
throne so high that all the thrones 
of earth piled on top of each 
other would not make for her 
a footstool. Here is the platlc.m 
on which she stands. Awuv down 
below it are the ballot box and the 
congressional assemblage and the leg- 
islative halL Woman always has voted 
and always will vote- Our great- 
grandfa hers thought they . were by 
their votes putting Washington into 
the presidential chair. Xo. His moth- 
er. by the principles she taught, him. 
and by tne habits she inculcated, made 
him president. It was a Christian 
mother's hand dropping the ballot 
when Lord Bacon wrote, and Xewton 
ph.losophized. and Alfred the Great 
governed, and Jonathan Edwards thun- 
dered of judgment to come. How 
many men there have been in 
high political station who would 
have been insufficient to stand 
the test to which their moral prin- 
ciple was put had it not been for a 
wife's voice that encouraged them to 
do right, and a wife's prayer that 
sounded louder than the clamor of par- 
tisanship! The right of suffrage, as 
ne men exercise it. seems to be a fee- 
ole thing. You. a Christian man, come 
I np to the ballot box and you drop your 
vote. Right after you comes a liber- 
tine. or a sot — the offsconring of the 
street — and he drops his vote; and his 
vote counteracts yours. But if. in the 
quiet of home-life, a daughter by her 
Christian demeanor, a wife, by her in- 
dustry, a mother, by her faithfulness, 
casts a vote in the right direction, then 
nothing can resist it, and the influence 
of that vote will throb through the 
eternities. 

My chief anxiety, then, is, not that 
woman have other rights accorded her; 
but that she. by the grace of God. rise 
up to the appreciation of the glorious 
rights she already possesses. First, 
she has the right to make home happy. 
That realm no one has ever disputed 
with her. Men may come home at 
noon or at night, and then tarry a 
comparatively little while: but she. all 
day long, governs it, beau tides it. sanc- 
tifies it It is within her 



ratanor. gild it with splenuors suen as 
an upholsterer’s hand never yet kin- 
dled. Tnere are abodes in every city — 
humble, two stories: four plain, un- 
papered rooms; undesirable neighbor- 
hood; and yet there is a man who 
would die on the threshold rath- 
er than surrender. Why? It is 
home. Whenever he thinks of it 
he sees angels of God hovering 
around it. The ladders of Heaven are 
let down to that house. Over the 
child’s rough crib there are the chant- 
ings of angels as those that broke over 
Bethlehem. It is home. These chil- 
dren may come up after awhile, and 
they may win high position, and thev 
may have an affluent residence; but 
they will not until their dying day for- 
get that humble roof under which 
their father rested, and their mother 
sang, and their sisters played. Oh, if 
you would gather up all tender memo- 
ries. all the lights and shades of the 
heart, all banquetings and reunions, 
all filial, fraternal, paternal and con- 
jugal affections, and you had only just 
four letters with which to spell out 
that height, and depth, and length, 
and breadth, and magnitude, and eter- 
nity of meaning, you would, with 
streaming eves, and trembling voice, 
and agitated hand, write it out in those 
four living capitals. II-O-M-E. 

When you want to get your grandest 
idea of a Queen, do not think of Cath- 
erine of Russia, or of Anne of England, 
or Maria Theresa of Germany; but 
when you want to get your grandest 
idea of a queen, you think of the plain 
woman who sat opposite your father 
at the table, or walked with him arm- 
in-arm down life's pathway — some- 
times to the Thanksgiving banquet, 
sometimes to the grave, but always to- 
gether — soothing your petty griefs, 
correcting your childish waywardness, 
joining in your infantile sports, listen- 
ing to your evening prayers, toilingfor 
you with the needle, or at the 
spinning-wheel, and on cold nights 
wrapping you up snug and warm. 
And then, at last, when she lay in 
the back room dying, and you saw 
her take those thin hands with 
which she had toiled for yon so 
long, and put them together in a dying 
prayer that commended you to the God 
who she had taught you to trust — oh 
she was the Queen! The chariots of 
God came down to fetch her, and as 
she went in all Heaven ros 9 up. You 
can not think of her now without a 
rush of tenderness that stirs the deep 
foundations of your soul, and you feel 
as much a child again as when you 
cried on her lap; and if yon could 
bring her back again to speak just 
once more your name, as tenderly as 
she used to speak it, you would lie 
willing to throw yourself on the 
ground and kiss the sod that 
covers her. crying: “Mother! mother!" 
Ah. she was the queen — she was 
the queen. Xow can you tell me 
how many thousand miles a woman 
like that would have to travel down | 
before she got to the ballot box? Com- 
pared with this work of training kings 
and queens for God and eternity, how 
insignificant seems all this work of 
voting for aldermen and common 
eouncilmen. and sheriffs and consta- 
bles and mayors and presidents! To 
make one sueh grand woman as I have 
described how many thousands would 
you want of those people who go in the 
round of fashion and dissipation, going 
as far toward disgraceful apparel as 
t hey dare go so as not to be arrested 
by the police - their behavior a sorrow 
to the good and a caricature of the 
vicious, and an insult to that God who 
made them men and notgorgons. and 
tramping on down through a frivolous 
and dissipated life to temporal and 
eternal damnation. 

Oh. woman, with the lightning of 
your soul strike dead at vour feet all 
these allurements to dissipation and to 
fashion.

had arrived at a conclusion with a defi- 
nite basis up >n which to work did they 
deetn it expedient to submit their plans 
to the public. 

At the meeting it was decided to 
issue a circular letter to the clergy and 
laity of the country, defining the pur- 
pose of the institution and the princi- 
ples upon which it was formed. The 
circular letter is. in part, as follows: 

“In view of the acknowledged evils 
of a divided Christendom, and in view, 
also, of the growing desire of church 
unity, we whose names are subscribed, 
devoutly seeking the Divine guid- 
ance and blessing, hereby asso- 
ciate ourselves as a league for the 
promotion of Catholic unity. 33'ithout 
detaching ourselves from the Christian 
bodies to which we severally belong, 
or intending to compromise our rela- 
tions thereto, or seeking to interfere 
with other efforts for Christian unity, 
we accept, as worthy of, the most 
thoughtful consideration, the four 
principles of church unity proposed by 
the bishops of the Protestant and Epis- 
copal church at Chicago in lsgij, and 
amended by the Lam'oenth convention 
of 1888 as follows: 

“1. The Holy Scriptures of the Old 
and Xew Testaments, as containing all 
things necessary to salvation, and as 
being the rule and ultimate standard 
of faith. 

"2. The Apostle’s Creed, as the bap- 
tismal symbol, and the Xicene Creed, 
as the sufficient statement of the Chris- 
tian faith. 

*'3. 'I he two sacraments ordained by 
Christ, baptism and the Supper of the 
Lord, ministered with unfailing use of 
Christ’s words of institution and of the 
elements ordained by Him. 

“4. The historic ep iscopalg, locally 
adapted in the methods of its adminis-

Her Work a* a Member of the Sanitary 
Comml$ 9 ion l>urln" the Wttr-I<len« 
titled with All the Reform* of 
the Pant four Decade*. 

Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, of Boston, 
who recently announced that she was 
about to retire from the lecture plat- 
form. has been In the public eye for the 
last two generations as the advocate 
and cliampion of all the great reforms 
for the amelioration of the condition of 
her sex. But perhaps her greatest 
work, and that for which she will lie 
longest remembered, was her earnest 
laliors dur'iig the civil war for the bet- 
terment of the condition of the sol- 
diers. It would be impossible to give 
an adequate idea of the work that she 
did — a work that has endeared her 
name to every soldier. 33'hile Mrs. 
Livermore says that she does not pro- 
pose to devote xo much of her time as 
hitherto to lecturing, she does not in- 
tend to retire absolutely from the field, 
and will unquestionably be heard occa- 
sionally in and about Boston. She is 
anxious to devote the major portion of 
her time to certain literary work which 
she has in hand. 

Mrs. Livermore’s maiden name was 
Rice, and she was born in Boston of 
33'elsh parents, December 19. 1 S 2 1 . She 
was noted in childhood for resolution 
and restless activity, being foremost in 
all healthful outdoor sports, anil also 
remarkable for proficiency in her stud- 
ies. She was a pupil and for some 
time a teacher in the Charlestown fe- 
male seminary. At the age of eighteen 
she went as governess to Virginia, 
much against the will of her father, 
who had the old-fashioned idea that a 
woman's place was at home, and that 
she should never take the guidance 
her life into her own hands; but she 
was self-willed and went, and was sue- | 
cessful. She remained south for a 
couple of years, and then taught at 
Duxbury. Mass. There she met Daniel 
P. Livermore, a Universalist clergy- 
man. whom she married a: accompa- 

nied successively to Staf ' Conn.; 
Malden and 33'eymouth, Mass.; Auburn, | 
X. 3'.. and Qurney, 111., in which places I 
he had pastorates. In 1S57 he became 
the eilitor and publisher of the Xew 
Covenant, in Chicago. 

During this time Mrs. Livermore 
wrote frequently for the periodicals of | 
her denomination, and edited the Lily, 
besides assisting her husband for twelve
